AS IT NEARS EARTH 


Visitor 3,500,000 Miles Away 
—Eclipse of Sun Visible in 
Europe Wednesday. 


By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, June 27.—As- 


tronomers at the Naval Observatory 
failed to discern anything unusual 
about the progress of the Pons- 


Winnecke comet as it approached 
within 3,500,000 miles of the earth 
early today. Only one meteor, a 
faint one, was observed to leave 
the comet. 

The comet was traveling in the 
same general direction as the 
earth, the observers said, although 
it is gaining 10 degrees each day 
on this planet. During the obser- 
vations it was 30 degrees east and 
a little south of the star Altair, 
they said. Its speed was estimated 
at 18344 miles per second. Altair 
is in the bright star in the East, 
well above the horizon, about 8:30 
p. m. Central time. 

A total eclipse of the sun will be 
visible in the eastern hemisphere 
Wednesday. Scientific expeditions 
have been sent to Norway and Swe- 
den to photograph the eclipse and 
to record With spectographs the 
“flash” spectrum visible for a few 
seconds immediately before and 
after totality. 

The eclipse begins at sunrise 
Wednesday, southwest of the Brit- 
ish Isles and successively sweeps 
over Wales, England, Norway, Lap- 
land, Finland, Nova Zembla, Si- 
beria and the Aleutian Islands. A 
partial eclipse will be visible all 
over Europe, as far south as North- 
ern Africa.

The two bank presidents, whose 
names appear at the very forefront 
of Los Angeles’ financial ‘“‘Who’s 
Who,” were charged with three 
counts of embezzlement and one 
count of accepting a  banker’s 
bonus, Bond was set in the in- 
dictment at $25,000, which Le 
Compte Davies, attorney, stood 
ready to make when the men ap- 
peared for arraignment. 

The name of Louis B. Mayer, 
president of the Metro-Goldwin- 
Mayer Producing Corporation, one 
of the leading film companies, ap- 
peared on another indictment. He 
is charged with usury. 

$12,000,000 in Usury Alleged. 

The usury indictments were 
based on information furnished 
the grand jury by the City Prose- 
cutor’s office which for several 
weeks has been investigating al- 
leged exorbitant interest rates 
charged for short time loans in 
Julian pools. These pools are cred- 
ited with having been the principal 
agent in undermining the big ol 
concern and are said to have in- 
volved $100,000,000 on which usvr- 
ious interest of more than $12,- 
000,000 was collected.
